mour, Flegmatick and Melancholy, waich 
deth {tick to che Inteftines: And coming to 
be twoln by che Crudities of the Stomach, 
doth prefs, and opprets che Diaphragma and 
Lungs: And thera grofs Vapour exhaling 
from thence unto the {hroat and Brain, 
the Voice is fuppreifed, ana fences troubled : 
And if this continuech long, 1t turneth into 
an Apoplexy

thing, it yeilds - And by this means ts pained 
bur by the alone beating.

And on the contrary whitenets Linnen 

Anfmw. Tis, that its Heat boy!ing the Hu- 
mours ot our Bodys, they become blackiih, 
and by that means ftein our skin: But Lin- 
nen drying ic felf more ealy imthe sun, be- 
cometh whiter, the Humidity thereot be- 
ing Evaporated: For ’tis Humidity that 
caketh away fromit its Whitenefs and Can- 
dor. Even as it may be perceived, that Wa. 
ter thrown on a whited Wall doth blacken 
it, but when dried up, it recurns to its white- 
nels.

Arf, Becaufe, that for co furmount this 
Difficulry, and Natural, or Accidentai des 
fauic (ror this may alfo come 'y Sicknets, 
or fome wther burt) which bicuerstbhem to 
pronounce diftin@ly and neatly, they Indea- 
vour with more Contention than others to 
dofo, and by forcing themfelves, they can- 
not fpeak low, as thole who have theit 
Tongues betrer hung, 

Quelt. 8. Why do certain Stars fecm to fpar- 

le and twinkle, and others not ? 

Anfy. Vhofe that are in the Firmament, 
and above the 7 Planets, as being more 
Remote from us, do feem to fparkle and 
twinkleto our fight; as a Torch will do be- 
ing far off ; And even the little Stars = 
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than the Greater: Becaufe, the little Ob- 
jets do more eafily fteal from our fight than 
Greater. But the Planets fparkle not, or 
very little, becaufe that they are lower than 
the other Stars, (every one in his Orb) and 
alfo becaufe that they are Greater, Never- 
thelefs A4ars doth f{parkle, altho it be below 
the other Planets which do not {parkle:

Becaute, that the Sun afcending our 
Hemiipicre, and coming hearer to us, doth

, Anfw Awould rot Condemn fleeping af.

Anjw. becaute that this fheweth the U- 
nion, and Good Connexion of allthe parts 
ef the Editice, when by the motion of one 
part, the ober coth thak:, Neverthe- 
fefs, this motion aoc ibhaking ought to be 
without fhaking and fasnerig any thing 
out Of its place: Crherwile a would bea 
certain Argument oi the certain Ruin of 
the Building.
